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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The most significant event of 1977 was the completion of 
the new office space in the Town Hall. With adequately heated 
and lighted space, the Town Hall can now be the focus of Town 
activities as it should be. Attractive office space has allowed us 
to consolidate the activities of the Town Clerk, Tax Collector, 
and Selectmen’s Secretary and allows the Town to comply with 
the sunshine laws which require easy access to public records. 
The new office space allows for better control and administra- 
tion of Town financial matters, which have become more im- 
portant with the increase in dollars handled. The Town now 
handles more than $500,000 a year -- something which should 
not be done on somebody’s dining room table. 

During the year the Selectmen, who are responsible for the 
general prudential affairs of the Town, have moved to tighten 
the administration of public monies by eliminating several spe- 
cialized checking accounts and will be making other changes in 
the future to insure that your money is handled in a business 
like manner. 

The 1977 tax rate of 6.25% or $6.25/100 is a matter for real 
concern. On an equalized basis the Mont Vernon tax rate is 
comparable to that of nearby towns but on an absolute basis 
taxes have been skyrocketing due to inflation in school costs 
and the increased level of town services. The Town rate of $1.23 
raises about $80,000 which is only about half of what the town 
spends with the rest of the money coming from the state, auto- 
mobile taxes, and U.S. revenue sharing. The Town is now at the 
point where basic problems in administration, police and ambu- 
lance coverage, solid waste disposal, and highway maintenance 
have been solved and no significant future increases are fore- 
seen. It is important to keep these basic Town services at this 
level of adequacy so that the basic town functions may be re- 
sponsibly carried out. 

The 1978 warrant carries a few items bound to generate con- 
troversy, but this is in line with the Board’s policy that only the 
Town has the right to decide these issues. Proposals to spend a 
big piece of change on the Francestown Turnpike and Horton 
Pond are not recommended by the Board but the item for black- 
topping part of the Beech Hill Road hill is worthy of considera- 
tion. 

One sad note during the year was the long overdue demise 
of the Town bulldozer. After several futile attempts at repair 


the highest bid was accepted and a 30 year veteran was trucked 
away. This turned out to be a fortuitous move because some 
$4,000 was spent by the new owners to make the dozer oper- 
able. 

Your Board looks forward to a stable and progressive year 
and reminds all citizens that Mont Vernon’s a participatory 
democracy -- that’s fancy for we need help from everybody.

The Polls Will Be Open From 10:00 a.m. to 7:00 p.m. 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Mont Vernon in the County 
of Hillsborough in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Mont Vernon on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March, next at 
10:00 of the clock in the forenoon; to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year en- 
suing. 


2. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Expanded 
Elderly Exemption Law: ‘Shall we adopt the provisions of 
RSA 72:43-B and 43-C for Expanded Exemptions on Real 
Estate which provides for a resident 65 years of age up to 75, a 
$5,000 exemption; a resident 75 years of age up to 80, a $10,000 
exemption; a resident 80 years of age or older, a $20,000 
exemption. Provided that the resident owns the real estate in- 
dividually or jointly with another or his spouse with whom he 
has been living for at least 5 years as man and wife; said resi- 
dent had a net income of less than $7,000 or combined income 
with spouse of less than $9,000; and owns assets of any kind, 
tangible or intangible, less bona fide encumbrances not in ex- 
cess of $50,000.”’ 

If the provisions of this subdivision are adopted by a town 
or city that had not previously adopted this subdivision, the 
provisions of RSA 72:39 and 72:40 are no longer effective in 
that city or town. 

If after adoption of this subdivision as amended, a town or 
city votes to rescind such adoption, RSA 72:39 and 72:40 shall 
take effect at the same time such recission becomes effective.

18. Tosee if the Town will vote to disappropriate the sum of 
$3,181.12 previously voted for a Town Hall and Fire House 
Septic System. 


19. To see if the Town will vote to adopt an Animal Control 
Ordinance as follows: 
Dog Control Law 
as per Chapter 466 

As used in this bylaw *‘Dog”’ shall be intended to mean both 
male and female. 

‘““Owner”’ shall be intended to mean any person or persons, 
firm, association or corporation owning, keeping or harboring a 
dog. 

1. Running at large prohibited: It shall be unlawful to 
permit any dog to run at large. ‘‘At Large’’ shall be intended to 
mean off the premises of the owner or the keeper, and not under 
the control of the owner or a responsible person. It shall be un- 
lawful for any female dog in heat to run at large or be off the 
premises of the owner or keeper. 

2. Restraint of Dogs: Dogs while confined to owner’s 
premises shall be kept so in a humane and safe manner having a 
maximum of freedom and in no way to permit undue hardship 
on the animal. 

3. Penalties: Any owner found violating any provisions 
of this ordinance shall be guilty of a violation and upon convic- 
tion thereof shall be punished by a fine as determined by the 
court. 


By Petition 


20. To see if the Town will vote to adopt a Growth Control 
Ordinance as follows: 
We petition to have the following article in the 1978 Town 
Warrant for Mont Vernon, N.H.: 
Whereas, the elementary schools are nearly at capacity, 
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and whereas most of our town roads cannot safely handle the 
present traffic, and whereas the borrowing power of the Town 
of Mont Vernon is nearly utilized to its maximum, and the po- 
lice and fire departments are financially limited in their expan- 
sion, and whereas unlimited housing development would 
greatly add to these problems, it is proposed to the voters for 
their consideration of the following ordinance to slow the 
growth of the Town of Mont Vernon. 

A building year shall be from March 1 to but not in- 
cluding the next March 1, except the first building year shall be 
from May 1, 1978 to but not including March 1, 1979. 

There shall be not more than 12 building permits for 
residential units granted in any one building year. 

Petitions for applications for residential building units 
must be submitted to the Planning Board by the first day of the 
month before the start of a building year which is called the 
closing date, together with the deed date when the petitioner 
acquired the land. 

When more than 12 petitions are received by the closing 
date, the petitions will be approved on the basis of the deed 
date, the oldest coming first and ties to be decided by lot. 

Successful petitioners will be notified or a list posted by 
the first day of the building year, and each successful petitioner 
will be issued an application form with the date of issue and the 
rank from first to twelfth on the application form. This applica- 
tion form must be executed and construction started within 
three years of the date of issue or it will be void. 

When less than the 12 allowable applications are peti- 
tioned for by the closing date, the balance up to a total of 12 
may be approved at the discretion of the Planning Board in the 
order they are received, but no unused portion of the 12 may be 
carried over into succeeding year. 

No one landowner may receive more than two applica- 
tions in one building year and the second application will be at 
the discretion of the Planning Board. 

This ordinance does not apply to any existing dwellings 
damaged or destroyed. 

21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,200 for the purpose of refinishing the Town Hall 
floor. 

22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $141,594.69 for the 1978 Operating and Maintenance 
Budget. 
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23. To act on reports of all Town Officers, Agents, Auditors, 
Committees, etc., and raise and appropriate any money relative 
thereto. 


24. To transact any other business which may legally come 
before said meeting.

Article 4: Clock Tower & Town Hall Roof - $9,500: The town budget committee recom- 
mends that this article be approved as presented. 


Article 5: Fire Dept. Portable Water Tank - $1,000: The town budget committee recom- 
mends that this article be approved as presented. 


Article 6: Fire Dept. Capital Reserve Fund - increase from $1,500 to $5,000: The town bud- 
get committee recommends that this article be approved as presented by a 5-1 vote. 


Article 7: Horton Pond - $45,000: The town budget committee does not recommend pas- 
sage of this article at this time. 


Article 8: 175th Anniversary - $1,000: The town budget committee recommends that this 
article be approved. 


Article 9: Reappraisal & Mapping - $35,000: The town budget committee does not have 
any recommendation to make on this article due to a split 3-3 vote, with committee member 
Lawrence Corbett absent. 


Article 10: Dump Fence - $2,000: The town budget committee does not recommend ap- 
proval of this article. 


Article 11: Police Dept. Radar - $1,445: The town budget committee recommends this ar- 
ticle be approved by a split vote of 4-2. 


Article 12: Police Dept. Cruiser - $5,700: The town budget committee does not recommend 
the passage of this article. 


Article 13: Francestown Turnpike - $65,000: The town budget committee strongly recom- 
mends that this article not be approved. 


Article 14: Paving Beech Hill - $10,700: The town budget committee recommends this ar- 
ticle not be approved as read. The committee further recommends that the sum of $6,326.61, 
from Highway Subsidy - 241 -15; and the TRA sum of $5,151.29 to be used to pave a portion of 
the eastern side of Beech Hill that was previously prepared with TRA funds and to use the 
remaining money for improvements to the west side of Beech Hill. 


Article 15: Plow for 4W Truck - $1,200: The town budget committee recommends by a vote 
of 3-1 not to approve this article. 


Article 16: Town Hall Renovation Deficit - $2,512: The town budget committee recom- 
mends that this article to cover the overrun of the Town Hall renovation be approved. 


Article 17: 201 Facility Plan - $9,250: The town budget committee recommends that the 
sum of $9,250 be approved with the sum of $3,181.12 to come from previously voted Town 
Hall Septic System funds and that the sum of $6,068.88 be raised from taxes. 


Article 18: Disappropriate $3,181.12 - Septic System Funds: The recommendation is that 
this article be passed over, if Article 17 is approved. If not, the budget committee recom- 
mends that the selectmen come in at next town meeting with firm appropriate bids for a 
septic plan for the Town Hall & Fire Station. 
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Article 21: Town Hall Floor - $1,200: The town budget committee recommends this article 
to refinish the upstairs town hall floor and the stairs be approved as presented. 


BUDGET ITEMS 
Town Officers’ Salaries: The town budget committee recommends to adopt the report of the 
Salary Study Committee and that this item be reduced to the sum of $3,625. 


Town Officers’ Expenses: Unanimous vote to approve as presented at $9,870. 


Election & Registration: The town budget committee recommends that this item be re- 
duced to the sum of $1,105, with the Supervisors of the Checklist to receive $3 per hour. 


Town Buildings: Unanimous vote to approve as presented, at $5,950. 


Police Dept.: The town budget committee recommends by a split vote of 5-1 to approve the 
sum of $7,930 as follows:

Civil Defense: The town budget committee recommends that the sum of $2,100 for Com- 
munications Center costs be approved. 


Health Dept.: Unanimous vote to approve as presented at $4,625. 
Town Dump: Unanimous vote to approve as presented at $13,935. 


Town Maintenance - Summer-Winter-Tarring: The town budget committee recommends to 
adopt the Town Maintenance budget as presented at $48,715. (Summer - $26,574; Winter - 
$14,141; Tarring - $8,000) The town budget committee recommends that a 3 member com- 
mission be appointed by the Moderator to study the Road Department of Mont Vernon. This 
commission should recommend a complete road plan for future upgrading of the Mont Ver- 
non road system and the cost of such maintenance and to study the equipment and per- 
sonnel needed to maintain Mont Vernon’s roads.

As indicated in Exhibit A (Summary of Warrants), unidentified 
remittances to the Treasurer amounted to $3,217.64 as follows:

Verification of uncollected and unredeemed taxes was made by 
mailing notices to deliquent taxpayers as indicated by the Tax Col- 
lector’s records.

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MONT VERNON POLICE DEPARTMENT 


In the year 1977 the Police Department had more com- 
plaints than last year because more people realized that the 
town has a police department. We have had a lot of complaints 
that parents could work out with other parents and save the de- 
partment some time and money. There were more dog problems 
this year than last. The owners should keep their dogs on their 
own property and not let them run at large. The owners of dogs 
should license their animals so that if they do get lost the de- 
partment will have some way of finding their owners. The juve- 
nile problems have been pretty active this year. 

We had a bicycle registration in July and August but we did 
not have a very good turnout. Next year every bicycle will have 
to have a registration. 

Again this year I would like to thank the residents for their 
cooperation and all the help they gave the department. I would 
also like to thank my officers for their dedication and for all the 
time they have donated to the department. The police budget 
will be going up because it requires more time to handle the 
complaints. The number of summonses issued increased this 
year due to the increase in traffic control. Some of the town 
residents do not think we need to issue so many summonses 
but since Main Street has been fixed the traffic speed has in- 
creased. 

We have had a lot of vandalism at the town dump this 
year. 

All of the police officers have been to school for part-time 
officers this year. This school was for 16 weeks. One officer has 
gone to breathalyzer school. Both of these courses cost the 
town nothing. The radio the town voted to buy has worked out 
well since it was put into service. 

The residents of town should look ahead and think about 
buying some capital equipment before it gets more expensive 
for the town. 

We have a schedule for all police officers so that people can 
get an officer when they need one. You can reach a Mont Ver-

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RESCUE SQUAD 


The Mont Vernon division of the Amherst Rescue Squad 
has now completed it’s third year of service to the Town of 
Mont Vernon. It has been a good year in which we have added 
some new equipment and one new member. The Town now has 
a new oxygen tank, small and portable, and a couple of small 
pieces of radio equipment. 

The number of calls in Mont Vernon has stayed approx- 
imately the same in the last three years. For the year of 1977 
there were 34 calls, 15 were home illnesses, 3 highway acci- 
dents, 5 transports, 3 transfers, and 8 others; with 35 people 
treated and transported. There was also at least one transport 
that was made by the Milford Ambulance Service. 

We are always looking for new members and if anyone is 
interested in joining the Rescue Squad you can contact any 
one of the members. The active members of the Squad are: 
Raymond Donahue, Barbara Ricker, Ingrid Windt, Judith 
Corbett, Robert Naber, Sandra Witty, Mary Bachus, our 
newest member Linda Montoya, and two members who serve 
in a less active capacity, Marilyn Bates and Carol Donahue. 
Being a member of the Rescue Squad does involve a com- 
mittment of time for being on duty and time for training, and 
what are needed are people who can serve during the day. 

In closing I would like to thank the Town for the support 
that we have received from them. I would also like to thank 
the Mont Vernon members of the Squad. They have been 
willing to commit a great deal of time and effort to the 
community of Mont Vernon.

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REPORT OF ROAD AGENT 


I would like to thank the people of Mont Vernon for all the 
help and cooperation I received last year. Special thanks to the 
crew for the exceptionally good job in the severe storm of last 
winter and the early spring wash-out. 

Our winter program consists of salting the center strip of 
the tarred roads. We start plowing at two inches and sanding 
as necessary after a storm. 

The summer program of grading, shoulder improvements 
and drainage improvements, along with brush cutting will be 
carried on in 1978. 

Tarring this year was finished up on Old Milford Road, 
most of Tater Street, Kendall Hill Road and the Brook Road 
and part of the Francestown Turnpike. 

Our 1978 TRA project is scheduled for the Old Amherst 
Road, from Route 13 to Hillcrest Ave. 

Our Duncan Fund money was used to shim Tater Street, 
Kendall Hill Road, Brook Road and the Francestown Turn- 
pike. Also, we started to widen Salisbury Road and to remove 
some of the larger stones on the Francestown Turnpike. 

The Francestown Turnpike renovation money that was 
voted on at Town Meeting two years ago, perhaps should be 
re-considered. The State came down and discussed exactly 
what could be done with the money. By Town Meeting time a 
straight line profile will have been completed. The total cost of 
the job will be $150,000.00 for seven thousand feet of road. 
The town share would be $75,000.00 I feel that although this 
work may be necessary, that if we were to spend that amount 
of money, it would be more beneficial to all to spend it over a 
period of years on other town roads. 

Once again, thank you for the help and cooperation I have 
received.

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1977 DUMP REPORT 


Now that the landfill system of waste disposal has been 
in operation for a second year, we can see more clearly which . 
problems appear to be recurring ones. Unfortunately, vandal- 
ism and theft at Mont Vernon’s dump facility head the list. 
Again this year, the dump gates have been deliberately 
smashed by a large truck (apparently out of anger at finding 
the dump closed, and certainly out of stupidity) costing each of 
us more in tax dollars for repairs and replacement. The stove in 
the attendant’s hut has twice been stolen and had to be re- 
placed by our taxes. The Selectmen ask the assistance of all 
citizens in reporting information pertaining to any vandalism 
or theft in our town. 

People from other towns have been noticed using our dump, 
thereby increasing our costs of operation. Mont Vernon resi- 
dents are reminded that in order to prevent this, a sticker sys- 
tem is in effect, and stickers must be displayed in order to use 
our dump. These are available to Mont Vernon residents free at 
the town hall during regular hours. 

Another recurring problem has been the dumping of house- 
hold trash in the open area designated for stumps, brush and 
building demolition. Household trash may only go in the com- 
pactor. When it is dumped in the stump area, it must either be 
picked up by the perpetrator (if known), by the attendant - a 
costly method of disposal - or burned with the brush. However, 
this is illegal, and the state has issued a direct order to us to re- 
frain from burning any household trash. Therefore, if people 
continue to dump this type of trash in the stump area, the Se- 
lectmen will have no alternative but to fence off the stump area 
as well and make it subject to the same open hours as the com- 
pactor in order to comply with state and federal law. 

Other dump costs have risen, too: minimum wage has just 
increased; and our payment to the Souhegan Regional Landfill 
District has increased, due mainly to Mont Vernon’s increases 
in population and total assessed valuation (tax base) which are 
the basis for the SRLD’s charges. 

During the year, Bob Florentino became our new dump at- 
tendant and brought back the familiar face of Bill Liley to al- 
ternate occasionally. Both are responsible individuals who have 
done a great deal to keep the dump site as clean as possible, a 
far cry from the old burning dump most of us remember. 
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In conclusion, we wish to thank the vast majority of towns- 
people who have cooperated with our present system of opera- 
tion and our efforts to keep costs down.

THE SOUHEGAN REGIONAL LANDFILL 
DISTRICT REPORT FOR 1977 


All collection sites and the landfill were in full operation for 
the entire year 1977. 

We had some inquiries from other municipalities to join the 
District and some private haulers have asked for permission to 
use the landfill on a fee basis. At year’s end no agreement had 
been made with anyone. 

While we have no immediate need to open up additional sec- 
tions of the landfill we are proceeding with engineering work to 
help us determine as accurately as possible the remaining life of 
our present landfill. 

At the present time the member towns, on a voluntary 
basis, are recycling newsprint, tires and large metal items. At 
Amherst we have started the recycling of glass bottles. Every- 
thing that is recycled saves that much space in the landfill and 
extends its life and this is of concern to all residents of all mem- 
ber towns. The District Committee urges increased effort on the 
part of everyone toward maximum recycling. 

A more immediate problem with the sending towns is the 
transportation and processing of seven days refuse in two days. 
As all of the towns grow this problem becomes acute as the 
volume of refuse increases. Habits of long standing have made 
Saturday and Sunday the days to take the refuse of a full week 
to the ‘“‘dump.”’ When “‘all’”’ of us are doing this it results in a 
larger and larger mountain of material to be moved. The Dis- 
trict has enough equipment and manpower to handle two to 
three times the present volume of refuse if the refuse were 
brought to the ‘“‘dump” throughout the week instead of con- 
centrated in two days. The District will make some suggestions 
on the solution to this problem, but it will probably call for us 
to change some of our long established habits. We know we can 
count on all of you to cooperate in this change which will enable 
us to continue to operate on an economical basis. 
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RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


The Mont Vernon Committee on Recycling has taken an- 
other look at the local recycling scene. Last year’s study pro- 
duced some very favorable, theoretical figures. When the Com- 
mittee sat down this year to develop a plan for Mont Vernon, 
some hard practical realities became apparent. 

The Committee found that Mont Vernon’s 1250 citizens do 
not produce enough volume to make town-wide recycling feasi- 
ble. The costs of equipment, transportation and security to- 
gether with the Town’s binding, long-term, capital commitment 
to the Souhegan Landfill District make a Town recycling pro- 
gram uneconomical. 

More feasible would be to encourage the Landfill District to 
recycle. The Town in the District would then be retrieving dol- 
lars from their refuse and at the same time extending the life of 
the landfill site. 

Here in Mont Vernon, the Selectmen encourage Towns- 
people’s voluntary recycling efforts at the dump, such as the 
present newsprint and magazine recycling program run by the 
Cub Scouts.

It is planned to put in 
another tree in a safer location as soon as an overall plan can be 
made. 

Now folks it seems like only a few years ago, (25 to be exact) 
when the writer was chairman of the Sesquicentennial Cele- 
bration. Now it comes time to celebrate our 175th year of incor- 
poration. Great plans are being made by another committee. 
However, our committee requests your full cooperation this 
1978 year and some could be continued beyond. 

1. You all know that much has been said about the hedge 
rows of New England. In our case stone walls put there, by 
probably more ambitious forebears than ourselves, by hand and 
lever or whatever. We are asking you to clean up around your 
stone walls; watch out for the poison ivy, and make them just 
as attractive as you can. Not in passing but we hope that the 
folks along Route 13 and the Francestown Turnpike noticed the 
super job our Cub Scouts, leaders and many of the parents did 
in clearing these avenues of beer cans so dutifully being de- 
posited by unfeeling people. Even a bicycle was thrown along- 
side the road. Sometimes one wonders about the ways of civili- 
zation. We note signs along the roads stating ‘‘$25 fine for lit- 
tering’’ but no Cub Scouts found any $25 bills in their scaven- 
ger hunt. 
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2. We’d also love to see you make a “‘work of art’’ of your 
mail boxes. It may be that someone will win a prize. 

3. Kindly display the American Flag during 1978. The 
sooner the better but maybe we should wait out some of our in- 
clement weather. 

4. The Committee intends to have a suitable tree planted on 
May 20, or prior; whichever seems most practical, as a com- 
memoration of the good 175 years this town has experienced. 

In closing, let us all be grateful we have such a lovely New 
England Village to enjoy and give thanks to our God. Let’s do 
all in our power to enhance our Village and make it the Center- 
piece of New Hampshire!

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


During the past year the Planning Board has been deeply 
involved in the Master Planning process. A Sounding Board, 
composed of a relatively large and diverse group of Mont 
Vernon residents was formed to assist the Planning Board in 
formulating the goals and objectives of the Master Plan. The 
Sounding Board process was facilitated by the Nashua Re- 
gional Planning Commission which also provided valuable 
statistical information regarding all facets of our town and 
region. 

It became clear during this process that two of the major 
goals of the Master Plan should be to bring our high property 
tax rate under control and to preserve the rural character of 
our town. The Sounding Board recommended that the Plan- 
ning Board formulate an Open Space Zoning Ordinance as a 
means to achieve the goal of preserving the rural character of 
the town. Such an ordinance would be an integral part of any 
Master Plan for this town and is absolutely necessary to 
provide an alternative to the rampart strip development which 
is occurring at an alarming rate. Accordingly, the Planning 
Board has brought before the 1978 Town Meeting an Open 
Space Development Ordinance. We believe that this ordinance 
is a good first step toward dealing with the intense growth 
pressures which beset Mont Vernon and urge its adoption. 

The Planning Board anticipates that the Master Plan will 
be completed this year and hopes to propose the necessary 
ordinances to implement the Plan at subsequent Town 
Meetings. We urge all Mont Vernon residents to become 
involved in this effort by attending Planning Board meetings 
and public hearings. Your input is most welcome and very 
helpful. We must all work together to combat the problems of 
high property taxes and uncontrolled growth. The Planning 
Board meets the fourth Tuesday of each month at 8 p.m. in 
the Town Hall.

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THE LAMSON FARM COMMISSION 


The Lamson Farm Commission, established through en- 
actment of Senate Bill 28 (State of New Hampshire, General 
Court, 1977 session) and by vote of Mont Vernon residents at 
town meeting, March 8, 1977, met for the first time on July 21. 
The Senate Bill calls for seven members appointed by the se- 
lectmen with one member, each, representing the Mont Vernon 
Historical Society, Mont Vernon Conservation Commission, 
Mont Vernon Recreation Commission, and four members-at- 
large who reside in Mont Vernon. Members serve for three 
years and may be reappointed. Present on July 21 were Charles 
E. Buckley (Historical), Vernon B. Wilkins (Conservation), 
Carol Schapira (Recreation) and William Harcovitz, Marjorie 
Philippi, William G. Plummer and Robert T. Straw, members- 
at-large. William Harcovitz was elected chairman, Charles E. 
Buckley, vice-chairman, Robert T. Straw, secretary, and Wil- 
liam G. Plummer, treasurer. Continuing from the original Lam- 
son Farm Committee, which disbanded after establishment of 
the Commission, are Charles E. Buckley and Marjorie Philippi. 

Six meetings have been held (through January 31). As a 
majority of the Commissioners at the time of appointment were 
relatively unfamiliar with the considerable background and de- 
tail of the Lamson Farm much time was of necessity spent in 
organizing and in acquainting the members with the work and 
experience of the Committee as a means of gaining a thorough 
understanding of the property. Several problems of immediate 
concern received attention, however, such as roof repairs for the 
house, a temporary repair to the north gable and northeast cor- 
ner foundation of the barn, and the correction of a septic system 
problem. These were attended to on an emergency basis. Late 
in the fall the corn crib, already in seriously weakened condi- 
tion, was demolished as it could not be reconstructed. Mainte- 
nance of the fields also was a priority and on November 3 an 
agreement was reached with Keith Pomeroy authorizing him to 
cut hay and improve the fields for a ten-year period, starting 
December 1, 1977, with an annual rental fee of $800.00 being 
paid to the Commission on behalf of the Farm. Mr. Pomeroy 
believes that approximately eight years will be required before 
the hay fields are in first-class condition. 

In a further agreement, the Mont Vernon Historical Society 
was authorized to develop a long-range plan for the house, out- 
buildings and adjacent 7.5 acres of land, subject to approval by 
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the Commission. The Commission is presently taking steps to 
see if the Lamson Farm can be listed in the National Register 
for Historic Places. 

Mindful of the interest that Mont Vernon residents have in 
the recreational aspects of the property, much time was spent 
in exploring this question. In this regard the Commission re- 
ceived some valuable guidance from Mr. Jeffrey P. Smith, who, 
as director of the Beaver Brook Association, in Hollis, has had 
extensive experience in managing a similar large tract of land. 
The Commission recognizes the special nature of the Lamson 
property and of the fine old house which has survived almost 
intact since it was built. It is, therefore, moving slowly toward 
creation of a long-range plan which, on the one hand, will assure 
its protection for the future while at the same time allowing for 
a reasonable use now so that the property can be enjoyed at all 
seasons. 

The Lamson Farm was the beneficiary of many con- 
tributions made in memory of Madeleine Conant whose deep 
concern for the well-being of Mont Vernon was recognized by 
her friends. 

As of January 31, 1978, the treasurer reports a balance of 
$1,716.51 in the Commission’s account at the Milford Coopera- 
tive Bank. 

The Commissioners would like to express their appreciation 
to all the townspeople who made helpful suggestions during the 
year, and especially to Mr. and Mrs. Douglas King who live at 
the Farm and who assisted the Commission in many ways.

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REPORT OF CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


In the fall of 1976 Walter Buck approached the Conser- 
vation Commission offering to sell to the town Horton Pond 
and the surrounding 54 acres, located on the northerly side of 
the Francestown Turnpike. The pond, with a man made dam 
was originally 14 acres and now with beaver dams is enlarged 
to 22 acres. A popular fishing and skating spot the pond is 
very deep; and according to folk history, in its depths lie a 
team of horses and wagon lost during ice harvesting. Beaver 
activity on the pond is creating a suitable habitat for nesting 
waterfowl and other wildlife. This is a unique and interesting 
pond with fine recreational and conservation potential. 


Mr. George Sumner, an approved BOR appraisor, was 
hired with funds from the Skenderian Trust Fund and Conser- 
vation Commission monies. In October we received the ap- 
praisal from Mr. Sumner and a final determination on interest 
in and acquisition of the property will be made at town 
meeting. 


Martha and Patrick Nabor reported on their experiences at 
Conservation Camp in 1976. We were unable to accept appli- 
cants for 1977 because of a conflict between camp dates and 
the last week of school. Anyone between the ages of 14 and 18 
years old interested in camp this year please contact Jennifer 
Wilson or Adele Wassell. 


In October Doug King held a woodcutting clinic at the 
Lamson Farm. Steve Wilkins, a professional woodcutter 
demonstrated the art of working up a wood pile. In spite of a 
rainy afternoon the demonstration was well attended. 


Information has been received from The Elm Research 
Institute in Harrisville on the treatment of Dutch E Im disease. 
In the spring, at the appropriate time we will make available 
the equipment to treat locally owned trees. 
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In celebration of Mont Vernon’s birthday we will be having 
a town cleanup day. Won’t you please join us?

SAVE OUR TOWER COMMITTEE 


In the spring of 1977 Aggie Vaughn and Jane Conant 
learned from the Selectmen the deteriorating condition of the 
Town Hall tower and volunteered to form the Save Our Tower 
Committee, informally known as SOT. Probably the smallest 
committee ever, its two members met several times, but never 
at the top of the steeple since we both suffer from acrophobia. 
However, consultation with the persons who ventured all the 
way up confirmed the Selectmen’s suspicions: leaking dome, 
disintegrating shutters, moldy support timbers and a gener- 
ally shabby appearance. Repairs were needed without delay. 

Since Brookline’s tower had been in the same hazardous 
condition, we first talked to Alan Fessenden of that town. A 
professional crane service had been hired there to deposit the 
tower on the ground, from which firm foundation volunteers 
would make repairs. After further investigation, we concluded 
that harm could be done to the tower by removing it, and 
proper replacement might pose a problem. More knowledge- 
able folk than we felt the tower would be weakened by all the 
activity. 

Charles Wasserloos of Monadnock Structures, renovator of 
the Town Hall’s first floor, was next consulted. For removing 
the old trim and the roof, replacing the metal roof and wooden 
louvers, repairing the cross beams and replacing the trim, Mr. 
Wasserloos estimated a cost of $9,500.00. No painting or 
repair of the mechanical clock works would be included. 

Roy A. Thomsen of Mont Vernon also inspected the steeple 
and as a stopgap suggested the following: replacement of the 
bell chamber bracings and application of asphalt cement to the 
roof. New fastenings for some louvers would be supplied as 
well. Mr. Thomsen’s estimate: $200.00. ~* 

While SOT found the above figure delightfully low and Mr. 
Thomsen’s report thorough, we think a more comprehensive 
job must be done now if the tower is to be saved. 

We, therefore, recommend for your consideration the pro- 
posal submitted by Al Fauteux, a steeplejack from Keene. Mr. 
Fauteux’s detailed report can only be condensed here. From 
the weathervane to the roof line everything would be repaired 
or replaced as needed, including the four clock faces and a 
complete paint job. Mr. Fauteux estimates $3,290.00 for the 
whole works, barring a rise in the cost of materials. 

In our opinion it would be a pity to allow the handsome old 
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tower to fall into decay, and possibly on to somebody’s head. 
This is Mont Vernon’s 175th anniversary year. What better 
present could we give ourselves than the restoration of our 
tower.

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MINUTES OF ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
March 8, 1977 


The Annual Town Meeting of Mont Vernon. N.H. was de- 
clared open at 10:00 a.m. on March 8, 1977, by Moderator 
Walter D. Kilian. Mr. Kilian led the assembly in the pledge of 
allegiance. He then read Articles 1, 2, and 3 of the Town 
Warrant and Articles 1, 2, 3, 4, and 5 of the School Warrant. At 
10:05 a.m. Moderator Kilian declared the polls open. At 7:05 
p.m. the polls were declared closed and the meeting recessed 
until 7:30 p.m. 

At 7:30 p.m. Moderator Kilian called the Town Meeting to 
order. Reverend Richard Tulip led the assembly in prayer and 
Mr. Kilian led the pledge of allegiance. He explained to those 
present the rules and regulations governing the Town Meeting 
and that appeals to rulings of the Moderator must be heard 
before going on to the next article. 

Article 4: The motion was made by Selectman David Hay- 
den, seconded by many to see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen and Treasurer to borrow money in anticipation of 
taxes. There was no discussion. A voice vote was called. The 
motion was passed. 

Article 5: The motion was made by Selectman Bryant 
Ricker, seconded by Lawrence Corbett, to see if the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $13,500 and appro- 
priate the sum of $6,500 from Revenue Sharing to renovate the 
first floor of the Town Hall for use as office space and meeting 
room. Bryant Ricker moved to amend the motion, seconded by 
David Hayden, to read: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $6,500 from taxes and appropriate the 
sum of $6,500 from Revenue Sharing to renovate the first floor 
of the Town Hall for use as office space and meeting room. The 
total cost not to exceed $13,000. Guild Smith moved to amend 
the amendment, seconded by George Kittredge, to add the sum 
of $2,500 to provide insulation. General discussion followed. 
Moderator Kilian called for a voice vote on the second amend- 
ment. The second amendment was passed. Discussion was then 
held on the original amendment. The proposed amendment was 
then voted on by a voice vote. The amendment carried. Darold 
Rorabacher moved, seconded by Robert Worthington, to 
amend the motion to read: that all modifications or additions to 
the Town Hall heating shall utilize wood for fuel. Discussion 
followed. Bryant Ricker explained the cost of custodial charges, 
and the number of increased meetings in the town hall. 
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Moderator Kilian called for voice vote on the amendment. The 
amendment was defeated. A vote was then called on the 
amended motion: To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $9,000 from taxes and appropriate the sum 
of $6,500 from Revenue Sharing to renovate the first floor of the 
Town Hall for use as office space and meeting room. Total cost 
not to exceed $15,500. A voice vote was called. Moderator 
Kilian declared the motion passed. James Hicks challenged the 
vote and called for a standing vote. YES -110, NO - 50. The 
moderator’s ruling was sustained. 

Article 6: Bryant Ricker moved, seconded by David Hay- 
den, to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2,000 for the purchase of Town Office Equipment. Mr. 
Ricker explained what kind of equipment was needed and 
would be purchased. A voice vote was called. The motion was 
passed. 

Article 7: The motion was made by Lawrence Corbett, sec- 
onded by David Hayden, to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $250 for microfilming Town records, 
and authorize the Selectmen to microfilm records in accordance 
with RSA 33:A-5. Mr. Corbett moved, seconded by David 
Hayden, to amend the motion by deleting the sum of $250 and 
to see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 33- 
A, (Disposition of Municipal Records) to authorize disposal of 
Town records as stipulated by the above RSA. Mr. Corbett and 
Mr. Kilian explained what records were to be so stipulated. A 
voice vote was called. The amendment was passed. Moderator 
Kilian callef for a voice vote on the amended motion. The mo- 
tion was passed. 

Article 8: The motion was made by Selectman Lawrence 
Corbett, seconded by David Hayden, to see if the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,500 to repair the 
Town Hall clock tower. Mr. Doug King spoke of the extent of 
the damage so far as he had been requested to give an estimate 
of what work should be done to repair the tower. Mr. Corbett 
stated the selectmen concurred with the town budget com- 
mittee’s report and that no action be taken on this article at 
this time. He moved the article be tabled. This was seconded by 
David Hayden. Moderator Kilian called for a voice vote. The 
motion to table this article was passed. 

Article 9: The motion was made by Selectman David Hay- 
den, seconded by Linda Foster, to see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 to complete the long 
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rangé planning and the development of a Master Plan. A short 
discussion and explanation was given. A voice vote was called. 
The motion passed. Moderator Kilian asked that any citizens 
having a plot plan or map of their property to offer it to the 
Master Plan Committee as it would aid them in finalizing the 
plan and would help the Tax Map Committee also. 

Article 10: The motion was made by David Hayden, sec- 
onded by Bryant Ricker, to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $50,000 to replace the Highway De- 
partment grader to take action relative thereto. David Hayden 
moved to amend the motion, seconded by Bryant Ricker, to see 
if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $7,500 
to repair the Highway Department grader. Discussion followed. 
Mr. Kilian explained that the recommendations presented by 
the Town Budget Committee were being followed by the Select- 
men and this was the reason for the amendments to the 
majority of the articles. The Budget Committee members had 
been to see the grader and talk with the people at Chadwick- 
BaRoss. A voice vote was called on the amendment. The 
amendment passed. Further discussion was then held on the 
amended motion. Road Agent Garth Witty answered questions 
from the floor. A voice vote was called on the amended motion 
to repair the grader at the cost of $7,500. The motion passed. 


Article 11: The motion was made by Bryant Ricker, sec- 
onded by David Hayden, to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $5,500 for the purchase of a High- 
way Department sander. Discussion followed with Mr. Ricker 
explaining the cost of renting sanders and their use was not al- 
ways available when the need arose. Mr. Witty answered ques- 
tions from the floor. A voice vote was called. The motion 
passed. 

Article 12: The motion was made by Bryant Ricker, sec- 
onded by David Hayden, to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $2,400 for the installation of hoists 
and dump bodies on two of the Highway Department trucks. 
The motion to amend the article to read: To see if the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,200 for the installa- 
tion of a hoist and dump body on one of the Highway Depart- 
ment trucks. A voice vote was called on the amendment. The 
amendment passed. Discussion followed. Moderator Kilian 
stated that the acquisition of these 3 army vehicles for the 
Town seemed to be working out very well. Mr. Hayden stated 
this was due primarily to the efforts of the Road Agent, Garth 
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Witty and to Mr. Robert Ligon who brought this to their atten- 
tion. A voice vote was called on the amended motion. The mo- 
tion was passed. Moderator Kilian stated that all those re- 
sponsible for the acquisition of the army vehicles should be 
commended. 

Article 13: Bryant Ricker moved, seconded by David 
Hayden, to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,800 for the installation of a plow frame and ram 
on one of the Highway Department trucks. Mr. Ricker moved 
to table this article on the suggestion of the Road Agent and 
the Town Budget Committee. It was seconded by David 
Hayden. A voice vote was called. The article was tabled. 

Article 14: The motion was made by Lawrence Corbett, sec- 
onded by David Hayden, to see if the Town will vote to accept 
the 1952 GMC ex-army, 2,000 gallon, tank truck and raise and 
appropriate $3,200 to equip same. Mr. Corbett moved, sec- 
onded by Mr. Hayden to amend the article to read....and appro- 
priate the sum of $2,100 to equip same. Joseph Carleton, Fire 
Chief, explained the portion that had been deleted was for a 
porta tank and fittings to be used in conjunction with the tank 
truck. Discussion followed. A voice vote was called on the 
amendment. The amendment was passed. The amended motion 
now reading: To see if the Town will vote to accept the 1952 
GMC ex-army, 2,000 gallon tank truck as a Fire Department 
truck and to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,100 to equip 
same, was now voted on by a voice vote. The motion carried. 

Article 15: The motion was made by Lawrence Corbett, sec- 
onded by Joseph Carleton, to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $800 for the purchase of a radio for 
the Fire Department. Mr. Carleton stated that he as Fire Chief 
of Mont Vernon, was in favor of this article, even though the 
Budget Committee had recommended against it. Keith 
Pomeroy, Chairman of the Budget Committee, explained that 
the committee felt this article could be put aside for another 
year as the total sum of the warrant articles and the budget was 
quite substantial this year. A voice vote was called. The motion 
was passed. 

Article 16: The motion was made by David Hayden, sec- 
onded by Otis Garnett, to see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $425 for the purchase of a Police De- 
partment radio on Matching funds. (Total cost $1,580) Mr. 
Hayden and Police Chief Otis Garnett explained to the 
assembly that this type of radio was a 4 channel, 3 portable 
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units and 1 plug in type that would easily fit into any car. Dis- 
cussion followed. Chief Garnett answered questions concerning 
the radio and other police procedures. A voice vote was called. 
The moderator being in doubt of the outcome of the vote called 
for a standing vote. YES - 94, NO - 44. The motion was passed. 

Article 17: The motion was made by Lawrence Corbett, sec- 
onded by David Hayden, to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $125,718.88 to defray Town charges 
for the ensuing year as approved by the Town Budget Commit- 
tee. Also to incorporate the recommendations of the budget 
committee regarding control of departmental maintenance ex- 
penses and to have a Town Officers’ Salary Study Committee 
appointed by the Moderator. 


The line items to be changed in the budget to be as follows: 


Town officers’ salaries $ 3,530 from §$ 6,400 
Town officers’ expenses 14,000 from 12,165 
Fire Department 4,015 from 4,090 
Planning & Zoning 400 from 1,100 
Town Maintenance: 
Summer & Winter 32,250 from 34,250 
General Expenses 

Highway 5,900 from 10,250 
Public Welfare 3,000 from 4,000 
Recreation & Parks 820 from 920 


The budget total now reads $125,718.88 instead of $134,978.88. 


Discussion followed on the line items: Joseph Carleton 
moved to amend Article 17, seconded by Bob Wilkins, to ex- 
empt the Fire Department repair fund from coming under the 
prior approval of the selectmen. Robert Straw of the budget 
committee stated the reasons why the committee felt that all 
repair funds of all departments should be under the approval of 


the selectmen. A voice vote was called on the amendment. The 
amendment was defeated. 


Further discussion of other line items followed and were ex- 
plained by Selectman Lawrence Corbett. Mr. Paul Backus 
moved to amend the article seconded by Robert Worthington, 
that in no case however will the selectmen obligate or spend 
more money than that appropriated by the line items at town 
meeting without first publishing an announcement in the Mil- 
ford Cabinet and by posting such notices of the intended ex- 
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penditures and reasons therefore and subsequently obtaining 
the approval of a majority of the budget committee. A lengthy 
discussion followed. Moderator Kilian called for a voice vote on 
the amendment. The amendment was defeated. A vote was 
then called for the amended motion to decrease the line item 
budget to $125,718.88. The motion was passed unanimously. 

Article 18: The motion was made by David Hayden, sec- 
onded by Bryant Ricker, to see if the Town will vote to 
authorize the Selectmen to accept funds from all sources for the 
construction improvement and remodeling of any roads, build- 
ings, or other Town facilities, or to accept such construction 
improvement, and remodeling of any roads, buildings, or other 
Town facilities, or take any action relative thereto. The motion 
was passed by a voice vote. 

Article 19: The motion was made by Lawrence Corbett, sec- 
onded by Vernon Wilkins, to see if the Town will vote to es- 
tablish a Town Budget Advisory Committee as a standing 
committee, to be appointed annually by the Moderator. Mr. 
Corbett praised the outstanding job done this year by the Town 
Budget Committee, composed of Chairman Keith Pomeroy, 
Robert Straw, Betty Ryder, Ted Foster, Jack Esposito, Peter 
Ecklund and Lawrence Corbett. A voice vote was called. The 
motion passed unanimously. 

Article 20: The motion was made by Bryant Ricker, sec- 
onded by Robert Wilkins, to see if the Town will vote to adopt 
the provisions of ‘‘An Act establishing the Lamson Farm Com- 
mission”’ enacted by the 1977 Session of the General Court. Mr. 
Wilkins, Co-Chairman of the Lamson Farm Committee, ex- 
plained the work and the reasons this would be beneficial to the 
Town. Copies of the bill were available for everyone. Moderator 
Kilian called for a voice vote. The motion was passed unani- 
mously. 


Article 21: The motion was made by David Hayden, sec- 
onded by Bryant Ricker, to see if the Town will vote to rescind 
action previously taken providing for the election of a Road 
Agent and vote to authorize the Selectmen to appoint a Road 
Agent; such vote to take effect as of the Annual Town Meeting 
in March, 1978. Discussion followed with explanations of 
reasons why this would be beneficial by David Hayden. A voice 
vote was called. The motion PASSED. 

Article 22: The motion was made by Lawrence Corbett, 
seconded by Bryant Ricker, to see if the Town will vote to 
authorize the Selectmen and Tax Collector to make partial 
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billing to property owners in June of each year for property 
taxes for the year; amount of such billing to be based on one 
half of previous year’s property tax. Lawrence Corbett moved 
to amend this motion, seconded by David Hayden, to see if the 
Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 76:15-A, allow- 
ing for semi-annual tax collection. A voice vote was called on 
the amendment. The amendment was passed. Discussion fol- 
lowed on the amended motion. Jo Ann Smith moved, seconded 
by Judith Corbett, to amend the motion to read commencing in 
1978. A voice vote was called. The amendment passed. Modera- 
tor Kilian called for a vote on the amended motion. The motion 
was DEFEATED. 

Article 23: The motion was made by David Hayden, sec- 
onded by Bryant Ricker, to see if the Town will vote to adopt 
the provisions of RSA 55-9-a and b, to allow the Town Clerk to 
accept voter registrations for the Supervisor of the Checklist. A 
voice vote was called. The motion Passed. 

Article 24: The motion was made by David Hayden, sec- 
onded by Bryant Ricker, to act on reports of all Town Officers, 
Agents, Auditors, Committees, etc. and raise and appropriate 
any money relative thereto. Keith Pomeroy questioned when 
the annual report of the Town Clerk and Tax Collector for 1976 
would be available. Mr. Hayden stated that the State Audit 
was not yet finished. Moderator Kilian recognized Alan J. 
Smith, Auditor, who read the following report: 


Auditors’ Report 

The auditors have examined the financial records of the 
Town of Mont Vernon and found them to be accurate and com- 
plete with the following exceptions: 

1. Town Clerk and Tax Collector: The Town Clerk and Tax 
Collector for 1976 resigned on January 10,,1977. Preliminary 
examination showed that many of the records were incomplete. 
The selectmen were notified and they contacted Mr. Frederick 
LaPlante, the head of the New Hampshire Department of 
Revenue Administration. He made two state auditors avail- 
able. They are presently auditing the records of the former Tax 
Collector and Town Clerk. 

2. Road Agent: The Road Agent from January 1, 1976 to 
September 20, 1976, Mr. Leo Brideau, resigned as of September 
20, 1976. An audit at that time showed certain irregularities in 
the accounts. Most of these problems have been resolved. 
Within the next two weeks the auditors will submit to the 
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selectmen a written report which will describe any additional 
action that may be needed. 

3. Recreation Commission: The Recreation Commission 
spent $562.85 rather than the $588.45 shown on Page 73 of the 
Town Report. A revised statement is on file with the selectmen. 

4. Library: The financial summary for the library as found 
on Page 46 of the Town Report has a typographical error. The 
expenditure sum as listed is $2,405.08 and should read 
$2,374.08. All other numbers in that report are correct.

Article 25: To transact any other business which may le- 
gally come before said meeting: Moderator Kilian thanked all 
the members of the budget committee for the fine job they had 
done. Mr. David Lambarth reminded those present of the 
School Meeting March 10, 1977, at 7:30 p.m. at the Town Hall. 
Moderator Kilian declared the meeting adjourned at 11:15 p.m. 
and the ballots would now be counted.

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MINUTES OF THE SPECIAL 
TOWN MEETING 
July 19, 1977 


Moderator Walter D. Kilian called to order the Special 
Town Meeting of Mont Vernon, New Hampshire at 7:30 p.m. 
on July 19, 1977. He led the Meeting in the Pledge of Allegiance 
and then read Article 1 and 2 of the Warrant. He stated that 
only those people registered on the Checklist would be allowed 
to vote. Supervisors William Harcovitz and Cynthia Kilian 
were present with the Checklist. 

Article 1: The motion was made by Selectman Bryant 
Ricker and seconded by Selectman David Hayden “‘to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Seven Thou- 
sand Five Hundred Dollars ($7,500) to replace the stone culvert 
bridge on Brook Road in the Town of Mont Vernon. 

Selectman Ricker then made the motion, seconded by Se- 
lectman Hayden, to amend Article 1 to read: ‘‘To raise and ap- 
propriate Two Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($2,500) for the 
repair of the northwest end of the bridge on Brook Road.”’ 
During discussion the Selectmen described the history of the 
problem and the proposals they had considered. 

Moderator Kilian called for a vote on the amendment to Ar- 
ticle 1. The motion was passed by a voice vote. After further 
discussion, George Kittredge moved the question. A vote was 
then called on the amended motion. The motion was passed. 

Article 2: A motion was made at 7:50 p.m. by Selectman 
Lawrence Corbett and seconded by Selectman David Hayden, 
“To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of Nine Thousand Dollars ($9,000) to be added to the summer 
highway maintenance account to be expended for additional 
highway maintenance caused by spring storm damage.” 

Mr. Corbett moved to amend the motion, seconded by 
David Hayden, to read, “To see if the Townywill vote to appro- 
priate the sum of Eight Thousand Four Hundred Dollars 
($8,400) to be added to the summer highway maintenance 
budget with Three Thousand Four Hundred Eighty-Two Dol- 
lars and Seventy-Four Cents ($3,482.74) to be raised from taxes 
and Four Thousand Nine Hundred Seventeen Dollars and 
Twenty-Six Cents ($4,917.26) to be transferred from the Road 
Grader Repair Account, thereby reducing the Grader Repair 
appropriation to Two Thousand Five Hundred Eighty-Two 
Dollars and Seventy-Four Cents ($2,582.74).”’ 
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Moderator Kilian called for a voice vote and the amendment 
carried. 

Bruce Tower proposed a further amendment to read “....the 
sum of $3,482.74 be raised and appropriated from taxes and 
not to be exceeded.”’ There was discussion. JoAnn Smith asked 
if there was a motion of the floor. The Moderator stated that 
Mr. Tower’s amendment failed for lack of a second. George 
Kittredge moved to pass the question. Moderator Kilian re- 
fused to accept this motion at this time as he felt further dis- 
cussion should be permitted. During the discussion of the 
amended Article 2, the Selectmen described the list of items to 
be paid for by this summer maintenance appropriation. Keith 
Pomeroy presented the Budget Advisory Committee’s recom- 
mendations: ‘‘The Budget Committee recommends that Article 
2 be reduced to $8,400 for the summer maintenance with 
$4,917.26 being transferred from the unexpended grader ac- 
count and that $3,482.74 be raised and appropriated from 
taxes.”’ 


At 8:10 p.m. Barbara Ricker moved to pass the question. 
This was seconded by Judi Corbett. The Moderator explained 
that he wanted to know the desire of the Meeting on ceasing de- 
bate and so called for a standing vote with the Selectmen as- 
sisting. There were 35 in favor and 20 against passing the ques- 
tion. The motion was carried. 

Paul Schneiderhan asked what the amount in dollars would 
be felt on the tax rate with the amount raised this evening. Roy 
Thomsen challenged the chair as the motion to move the ques- 
tion had passed and no further discussion was to be held. 
Moderator Kilian ruled that this was necessary information and 
asked Selectman Corbett to explain the amount which it would 
reflect. Answer: approximately 5 cents. 


Moderator Kilian then called a standing vote on Article 2, 
as amended “To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of $8,400 to be added to the summer highway maintenance 
budget with $3,482.74 to be raised from taxes and $4,817.26 to 
be transferred from the Road Grader Repair Account, thereby 
reducing the Grader Repair appropriation to $2,582.74.” The 
Moderator was in doubt of the voice vote and called for a stand- 
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ing vote. There were 39 in favor and 26 against. The amended 
motion was passed. Two voters were challenged by Checklist 
Supervisor William Harcovitz as not being on the Checklist and 
their votes were not counted. Mr. Kilian asked anyone present 
if they knew of any other voters that were not on the Checklist. 
There was no further response. He noted that even with the 2 
votes against that were not counted, the motion had carried. 


Mr. Corbett made a motion to adjourn with Mr. Ricker sec- 
onding. The Meeting was adjourned at 8:22 p.m.

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REPORT OF THE 
MONT VERNON SCHOOL BOARD 


Two significant changes have occurred in our elementary 
school program this year. With increased numbers and a wide 
ability range among the students in the second grade, it be- 
came apparent to the School Board that assistance was needed 
in the classroom. CETA funds were used to add a full time 
aide in January. 


The Special Needs Program has been expanded to include 
Readiness through third grade. Designed for students with 
atypical learning rates, twenty percent of our children receive 
extra assistance through this program. 


A Bus Study Committee was formed to review the existing 
program and recommend any appropriate changes. The com- 
mittee’s probe indicates that present costs are acceptable. 
Safety recommendations include improvement to two key dirt 
roads, strict adherance to safety provisions of the existing 
contract and notification of children in severe cold weather of 
delays in bus pick-ups. A telephone communication network 
has been implemented as a direct result of this report. 


The Hot Lunch Study Committee spent several months in- 
vestigating the possibility of making changes to the current 
hot sandwich program. A questionnaire to parents of ele- 
mentary students revealed strong support for a hot meal to be 
provided at noon. The committee recommends that a kitchen 
be established when feasible and that the present program 
continue until then. Complete reports of both committees are 
available. 


Removal of large rocks and the addition of fill has 
improved the safety and appearance of the ball field. The 
Board extends their appreciation to the McCollom Trustees 
who provided this service as a gift to the District. 


Following the guidelines of the School Study Committee, 
physical improvements have taken place at both schools. Cab- 
inets have been installed over the work areas in the Village 
School and the outside of the building painted. The flooring in 
the boys bathroom at the McCollom School has been replaced. 
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The Board would like to take special note of the retirement 
of Sam Hanscom. We are grateful for his many years of dedi- 
cated service as custodian and for the personal responsibility 
he has exhibited toward the safety of the school buildings.

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INSTRUCTIONAL REPORT 1977-1978

Faculty and Staff. The 1977-78 academic year brought 
several changes in the staff. Mrs. Kathy Roosa, Grade 4 
teacher, was granted a one year leave of absence. This position 
was filled by Mrs. Gretchen Dunn. Miss Janice Smage, Grade 
2 teacher, resigned her position to pursue graduate studies in 
the field of business administration. Mrs. Ruthanne Fyfe filled 
this position. An assistant teacher was added to the staff to 
aide in grade 2. Her name is Mrs. Carolyn Oaks and she holds 
a degree in elementary education and a New Hampshire 
Teaching Certificate. The part-time music position was filled 
by Mrs. Carol Britt after Miss Luckitsch resigned to accept a 
full-time position in a sea coast community. After many years 
of dedicated service, Mr. Sam Hanscom retired as the school 
custodian. He provided the school not only with a high level of 
service but also contributed a feeling of well being and security 
that will be hard to duplicate. We shall all miss him. 

Student Population. The school population grew slightly 
with the greatest increase in grades 2 and 6. The large size of 
grade 2 compounded with a uniquely wide range of abilities 
possessed by the children indicated the need for a full-time 
teacher assistant. The position for this first year was funded 
by Federal CETA money. Mrs. Carolyn Oaks filled this 
position. The assistant teacher has proven to be an asset to the 
educational program; her added attention and instruction have 
helped the children grow to meet their potential both 
academically and developmentally. 

Academic Program. Again, as was done last year, the 
school is able to provide a report on the academic progress of 
the children through the results of the Stanford Achievement 
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Tests. These tests are administered in September to all 
children in grades 2, 4, and 6. Each class tested is achieving 
either at or above grade level in all areas evaluated. With the 
assistance of past test results a longitudinal study was con- 
structed to compare the progress of any one class or a series of 
grade levels over a 10 year period. On both national and local 
levels the Mont Vernon School children are achieving at or 
above grade level. 

The Readiness class became a self-contained class in 1975; 
until that time it was part of the first grade program. For the 
first time since 1975 it has been possible to measure the 
growth of children who have participated in the program. An 
evaluation of their progress up through grade 2 shows that 
each child is achieving at his indicated ability level; in fact, 
several of these children are achieving beyond their indicated 
ability level. This ability level is determined through the use of 
the Otis-Lennon Ability Test administered in conjunction with 
the Stanford Achievement Tests each year. The Readiness 
Program has proven itself. It is an asset to those students who 
enter school with the ability but indicate the need for another 
year of developmental growth before entering their first grade 
program. All children who have participated in the Readiness 
Program over the past three years have shown substantial 
growth. 

The Special Needs Program under the direction of Mr. Bob 
Rogers was reorganized this year to involve all grade levels. In 
the past it involved only grades 4 through 6 working with 
remedial and advanced needs. This past year grades readiness 
through sixth became involved. Coupled with the Special 
Needs Program has been the introduction and use of the 
Brigance Inventory as a diagnostic tool. This skills inventory 
was funded through a Title IV grant from the State of New 
Hampshire Department of Education. The Brigance Inventory 
grant covered the cost of materials, testing manuals, and 
teacher training. Used as a diagnostic tool it provides both 
Mr. Rogers and the classroom teacher with a means to 
evaluate, to a much finer degree, any child’s strengths and 
weaknesses in their academic program. With these results, 
teachers are able to plan a more accurate program for children. 
The special needs program uses the results to construct 
individual educational plans for remedial students. Special 
needs, incorporating both remedial and advanced children, 
involves an average of 35 students each day. 
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Throughout the entire educational program the concept of 
‘child development”’ has become the key to placing and pro- 
gramming for children. Thus, each child is not only observed 
in terms of their academic progress and potential, but also in 
terms of their developmental level and characteristics. An 
understanding of academics and development permits the 
school to build a program more closely matched to the child’s 
needs. No child is required to do what he or she is not capable 
of doing, but no child is left unchallenged. The emphasis of the 
program is on quality of work not quantity. Over the years 
this approach has provided positive results.

Dave Lambarth said salaries were not out of line with 
the rest of the State and our teachers appeared satisfied. 

400 through 800 series: No discussion. 

900 series - School Lunch: A question on reimbursement 
from State. Bob Naber stated we are only reimbursed on costs 
actually expended. 

1000 through 1300 series: No discussion. 

1400 series - Out Going Transfer Accounts: Much discus- 
sion on tuition and rental costs to Milford. Dave Lambarth 
said our tuition was not highest in State. Consensus at 
meeting was that it was too high. Sr. High Student - $1,160., 
Jr. High Student - $1,408. 

1700 series: No discussion. 

Revenue: No discussion. 

Article V was passed unanimously by voice vote. 

At this time Walter Kilian thanked the School Budget Ad- 
visory Committee for their work and requested any new 
volunteers for this committee contact him. 

Article VI. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting. 

Dave Lambarth talked about Amherst-Milford agreement 
which will be absolved in 1984.
